INTIMIDATION LAW 


IS DECLARED VOID 


Federal Supreme Court Declares In- 


valid the Statute Guarding 


Rights of Negroes. 


Washington, May G.—The law onact- 


ed to carry out In part tho provisions 
of the fifteenth constitutional amend- 
ment by prescribing punishment lor 
those who, by Intimidation, bribery or 
otherwise, prevent a negro from vot- 
ing, 
has boon declared entirely void 


by the Supreme court. 


The previous decision had declared 


it unconstitutional so far as state elec- 
tions were concerned, and the Judg- 
ment makes the Invalidity apply to 
federal elections also. 


The case arose in Kentucky, whore 


Henry Bowman and others were ar- 
rested for bribing negroes to stay 
away from the polls during the con- 
gressional elections of 1898. 
Bow- 


man's case was made tho test case, 
and he was released on a writ of 
habeas corpus, tho district Judge hold- 
Ing that as tho statute had been de- 
clared unconstitutional so far as state 
elections were concerned. It was also 
void as to federal elections. 


The Supremo court affirmed this 


view, six Justices concurring In the 
majority opinion. Justices Harlan and 
Brown dissenting, and Justice McKep- 
na taking no part In the case.

overzealous operators. Is one of the 
most satisfactory features In the sit- 
uation.

conditions, and with the known largo 
supply of securities awaiting buyers, 
any rapid and extended rise might 
easily Invite disastrous consequenc- 
es; and. until a larger share of the 
capital temporarily locked up In fixed 
forms has been released, there will 
be no room for an excessive bull 
market.

METALLIC TIES 


FOR RAILROADS 


They May Take the Place of 
the 


Wooden Ones Now in 


Use. 


At the rate the forests of the coun- 


try are being denuded. It is only a 
question of a few years when our 
railways will have to look for sonic 
other 
material from which to get 


their supply of ties, nnd with this 
knowledge In view the inventors ot 
this and other lands have hnil their 
wits at work to devise something 
that should successfully replace the 
wooden sleeper. 
Among those who 


have 
been 
thus engaged Is S. t>. 


Wood, of Elgin. Illnols, and througu 
his attorneys he has recently been 
granted 
government rights to the 


manufacture of a new metallic rail- 
road tie. 
j 
Is understood 
he 


will make no effort to engage In the 
manufacture of the article, but that 
he will sell rights to a new company 
which may shortly bo organled. 


Tho new tie presents several inter- 


esting features according to reports 
received from officials at Washing- 
ton. 
For many years railroads have 


been confronted by a series of pro- 
positions relative to ties. 
Authori- 


ties state that the average, life of a 
tie Is about eight years. 


By the Invention recently patent- 


ed by Mr. Wood metal will be sub- 
stituted for wood. 
The new tie will 


be practically Indestructible and it 
will outlive the old tie by 
many 


years. 
The llrst cost will be. 
In- 


creased, and this will be balanced by 
a largely lengthened term of service. 


It is also predicted that accidents 


resulting from n spreading of tho 
rails will be practically Impossible 
with the metallic fasteners
